SUPPRESSED. 


Last Saturday Tom Itne, Rosemary 
Pierce and friends sold papers out- 
side the state fair aware that the 
fair was private property. When we 
tired of selling, we paid in and 
carried our bundles into the Elec- 
tric Fetus booth in the Teen Fair, 
as they handle HUNDRED FLOWERS as 
a regular course of business. No 
papers were sold inside the fair- 
grounds by individual peddlers. 

Monday, August 31, we returned 
and resumed selling outside. St. 
Paul police claimed jurisdiction 
over the sidewalk surrounding the 
pons and, after calling the St. 

aul city attorney, informed us we 
were under protection of the law 
so long as we were selling out- 
side. The relations with the St. 
Paul police were cordial. 

Again we tired of selling papers 
after several hours. Tom Utne paid 
in with his papers which he carried 
unconcealed to the Teen Fair, hoping 
to find a place to check them. Jim 
and Diane, proprietors of the leath- 
ercrafts booth, took all ef litne's 
papers, and sold him, payable on 
return five discount; tickets to the 
outside gate. We were never able 
to return. 

We entered the fair again and were 
promptly met by a Maplewood police 
officer who told us we couldn't sell 
the papers on the fairgrounds. "We 
know" we informed him, and proceeded 
towards the Teen Fair. We were stop- 
ped, however, outside the Teen Fair 
which 15 across the street from the 
fairgrounds police department, and 
were brought to a room where we were 
given a series of lectures by a ser- 
jes of police officers: 

1) we were told that we could sell 
only outside and not inside (We eaid 
we were complying with that). 

2) they said they couldn't find the 
law, but that we couldn't sell with- 
in six blocks fo the fairgrounds. 
3) they finally read the law, but 
made no mention of a six block limit 
4) Me were told wecould pick up our 
papers that night when we left. 

5) Later they told us not to pick up 
the papers until after the fair was 
over. 

6) Then they said we would need a 
court order or show other just cause 
in order to get the papers back. 

7) Finally, they said that since we 
were "in violation", we would be 
transported outside the fairgrounds. 

"We're gonna let ya off easy and 
not bring ya to court," said a po- 
lice officer. 

Four other salesmen for HUNDRED 
FLOWERS were involved by this time.

They were all strangers to us. One. 
an ex-Explorer (Boy Scout) in his 
old uniform, was stopped inside the 
Teen Fair and told he couldn't wear 
the uniform, then brought in and told 
he couldn't sell HUNDRED FLOWERS. The 
three others had sold none inside or 
outside and were merely on their vay 
into the Teen Fair when stopped. 

All of our names were taken, all 
our 300 papers were confiscated, and 
all of us were transported outside 
the gates in a paddywagon. One state 
highway patrolman told us not to 
make an issue out of this since the 
fair would he soon over. 

Later, all HUMDRED FLOWERS were 
illegally confiscated from the Fetus 
and Leathercrafts booths. 
` Lawyers from the Minnesota Civil 
Liberties Union (MCLU) have taken up 
the case. HUNDRED FLOWERS intends to 
sue the State of Minnesota for dam- 
ages. 


MINNEAPOLIC, U.S. District Judge 
Edward Devitt refused to issue a 
temporary restraining order which 
would allow "Spirit of '76" back 
in the State Fair Art Exhibit. The 
sculpture showed a dynamite box, 
an American flag, a Molotov cock- 
tail and a clenched fist. Leland 
Fletcher's work won an honorable 
mention but was deemed too danger: 
ous for the fair.

Police sensitivity to attacks on 
corporate and governmental buildings 
has led them to baffling extremes in

opened Monday in vacant lots and on 
college campuses across the Twin 
Cities.

He has pro- 
mised to eliminate U.S. domination 
over Chili's foreign trade and ex- 
change, a prospect which has horri- 
fied Amerikan businessmen there. 

The right wing offers Jorge Ales- 
sandri, a popular businessman who 
has been running a law. and order cam- 
paign, warning of a Commie "dictator- 
ship.’ Не is an authority figure sup- 
ported by businessmen and various 
white collar personel and profession- 
als. 

The incumbent Christian Democratic 
Party (PDC) is running Radamino Tom- 
ic, a former ambassador to the U.S. 
The PDC is a European-like social 
democratic party, which has helped 
Chili become one of the few stable 
democracies in Latin America. It is 
a reformist party which has been led 
by President Eduardo Frei, who has 
served his legal term and now must 
step down. The PDC has succeeded in 
nationalizing parts of the coppar 
industry and in breaking up large 
landholdings, but is plagued with 
inflation, taxes, poverty, and bur- 
eaucracy. Tamic has promised to con- 
tinue the reformist course, but with 
increased movement to the left. One 
of his problems is that he's a sort

In every woman's body there 
is а basin-shaped ring of 
bone forming the lower part 
of the body. This is called 
the pelvis. It supports the 
spine and is made up of the 
hip bones and a layer of 
muscle and supporting tissue 
forming the pelvic floor. 

The pelvis may be thought of 
as the prenatal cradle, for 
nestled in this framework 
the baby spends his first 
nine months of life and grow- 
th. 

The uterus or womb lies in 
the pelvis between the blad- 
der and the large bowel. The 
uterus is a hollow muscular 
Organ about the size and 
shape of a pear and it weighs 
only l'and one-half ounces. 
The uterus rests on the pel- 
vic floor and the cervix or 
neck of the uterus opens in- 
to the birth canal, that is, 
the vagina. A fallopian 
tube extends outward from 
each side of the upper end 


of the uterus. These tubes 
are three or four inches long 
and have fringed ends which 
сап move freely. Under the 
ends of the tubes are the o- 
varies. These little organs 
about the size and shape of 
almonds are attached to sur- 
rounding : issues. 

At regular intervals--abou* 
two weeks before menstruation 
Starts--one ovary releases 
an egg cell, tlet is, an o- 
vum, which is picked up by 
a lallopian tube and is car- 
ried towards the uterus. 
During the formation of the 
ovum, the lining of the uter- 
us prepares to receive it. 

If fertilization does not 
take place, the lining of the 
uterus breaks down and flows 
away carrying the ovum with 
it. This process is called 
menstruation. 


Male cells are called 
sperms, When they are placed 
in th» іррег part of the va- 
gina during sexual inter- 
course, they move trough 
the w:erus and the tubes to 
meet the ovum. When one of 
the sperms unites with the 
ovum a new cell has formed 
and a new life has begun. 

Immediately this new cell 
begins to multiply, first 
into two cells, then into 
four, then eight, sixteen, 
thirty-two and so on. This 
fertilized ovum makes its way 
into the uterus where it be- 
comes lodged in the lining 
of the uterus which has been 
prepared for it. 

From this tiny beginning 
the process of nature sets 
in motion a whle series of 
changes which will end in 
due time . in the birth 
of a baby.

The results of this brilliant study were made 
available to the scientific community prior to the 1968 
Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia and could scarcely 
have been encouraged by а repressive, reactionary 
political regime such as now prevails in that unhappy 
land. Dr. Jonas has been successful in applying these 
principles so as to increase or decrease the likelihood of 
a woman becoming pregnant. If she wishes to have a 
child she has intercourse most frequently around the 
time of month when the transiting moon makes the 
same aspect to the transiting sun which was made by her 
natal moon to her natal sun. This law virtually supersedes 
the popularly accepted medical view that conception is 
most likely ten to fourteen days before or after the 
menstrual period

After the afterbirth is delivered tie 
off the umbilical cord with a sterile 
string about four inches away from the 
baby and another one about four inches 
along the cord toward the mother. 

Cut the cord between the two strings 
with a sharp sterile razor or scissors. 


Give the baby to the mother. Most in- 
fants prefer to nurse a little at this 
time for although there won't be any 
mother's milk available for a few days 
a little sucking now will help put the 
baby in touch with mother again. After 
all, mother and child have been literal- 
ly one for nine months. Keep mother 
and child together touching skin to 
skin. Congratulate the mother? 


What to avoid. 


Avoid hurrying labor or delivery. 
Avoid pulling the baby during delivery 
or pulling the afterbirth after pirth. 
The mother's body will expel them quite 
naturally of its own accord. 

Avoid cutting the umbilical cord before 
the afterbirth has been delivered. 


The birth of a child any place anytime is 
a beautiful sacred moment. Share this 
gratefully with the mother and celebrate 
the new child.

What's really happening in our schools today? 


Why is it that the average I. Q. of the high school 


drop-out is higher than that of the high school grad- 
uate? 

Think about it. 

Parents, regimented into meaningless lonely 
lives, spend less and less time with their children. 
Their children are sent to schools to be taught by 
"experts," bussed off to institutions that can't even 
pretend to take responsibility for their development. 
The school's primary concern is 1) controlling and 
bottling up of energy, and 2) preventing any signif- 
icant change in social values. 

You learn how to function, how to take tests, 
how to cheat, how to get away with all that you can- 
how to get by. You spend most of your time simply 
waiting for something to happen. As depressing as the 
meaninglessness of our educational system is, it is 
nonetheless, appropriate socialisation for the vast 
majority of our young people, suiting them perfectly 
for the alienation and meaninglessness of most work 
today. 

How do we go about changing the situation our 
children are facing today? The obvious solution is 
the destruction of the system that breeds competition, 
greed and the.contradictions of Capitalism and Imperi- 
alism. Put we can't wait and we should not wait. We 
must begin now to create something new and healthy and 
good for our children and ourselves. 

If you're in school now, DROP OUT. 

If you're a parent with kids in the public 
Schools, take them off the treadmill. Relate to them. 
Be honest with them. Refuse to pretend that contra- 
dictions don't exist. Know that all social institu- 
tions today are compramises and reforms. But don't 
stop there. Start your own school, or help in one of 
the free schools already started. Refuse to feed 
your kids into the war machine or to train them to 
live meaningless lives doing meaningless jobs for a 
meaningless profit motive. Iet them learn real co- 
operation and the joy it can bring. Teach them self- 
discipline and help them to learn self-criticism. Let 
them learn by living and have faith in them. Share 
with them what you know and give them all the feed- 
back that they need. Free them and yourself from the 
lonliness of individualism: let them become a part of 
a group of loving, sharing peers and older people. 

Kids know instinctively that life is a struggle, 
but what they need to know is that it can be beauti- 
ful and creative and free. Be optimistic. The world 
that is dying is sick with cynicism and despair—the 
new world we must build needs your revolutionary 
faith, hope and love.
